tha subject. : 

The first ussentinl to the success of a 
hospital is responsible administration, for 
without this the continuity of the work 
cannot be assured,’ and such control can -bo 
most economically supplied by the Govern 
ment. Let the Superintendent be a mém- 
ber of. the present Government medical 
staff, who shall, if possible, rosidain the 
hospital. ‘He shall bo expected to exercise 
due supervision over tho staff working 
under him, to deroto.o cortain amount of 
timo to tho tuition of nurses and to tho 
treatment of patients. These will be of 
three classes :— : 

1, Patients of slender means, who are 
unshle to pay anything for their mainten- 
anco in hospital. 

2. The wives aud families of men in 
Government employ, such as police officers, 
annitary inspectors, &c., who are at pre- 
sent entitled to medical attendanco at tha} 
havids’ of the Government, and .who may, 
according to their .position, bo called upon 
to contribute something towards their 
maintenance while in hospital, " 2 

3. Well-to-do ents, who, for various 
reasons, may fin muro convoni«nt to be 
treated in hospital than in their own homes 
Such must pay an adequate amount for 
board and nursing, and in addition ao- 
cauchement or other focs for sorvicus ren- 
derod, tho same to be payable to the: 
institution or to the patient’s own medical 
attendant, who shall be at liberty to give 
his services if tho patient chooses. 

Tho practice ofthe hospital must not ba 
tostricted exclusively to medical men in | 
Government service. Any practitioner 
possessing & legal right to practiss in the 

lony, shall be at Liberty to trent his pa- 


tient in hospital if she desirca bis services. |: 


Tho likos and distikes of a pationt in this 
respect cannot bo set asiclo, and it is surely 
a hardship that «patient should be obliged 
to forego the, benefits of hospital rathor 
than lose tho services of a medical attend- 
ant in whom she has gathered ocnfidence. 
Nor would such an exclusive rule be loss 
unfair to the practttionor, He loses all in- 
terest in hia case, and, furthermore, 
it wil -simply moan’-thot the Govern. 
ment, at the expense of the ratepayers, 
ig financing an institution to . compete 
with men who have to earn their living. 
They give of their time gratuitously 
to the work of the Alice Memorial and 
Nethorsole Hospitals, and will doubtless bo 
oqually proparod ‘to give their aorvices to 
poor patients in thie hospital, should an 
lesits thelr services, “Thoplea put forw

}— CUSTOMS MEDICAL REPORTS. 
INTENFSTING PARTIOULARS, 

_ Tho Medical Roports for, the half-year 
euded March 31,. 1890, of ‘tho Imperial 
Maritime Customs, have just boon issued. 
‘Theso reports are compiled at tho instigu. 
tion of Sir Robert Hart,’ and contain somo: 
interesting idformation regarding the” dis- 
easca provalont and peculiar diseases mot 
with in tho districts uf the Customs Esta. 
blishmenta, : 


‘The first contribution is a paper by Dr 
Matignon, attaché at the French 
Legation at Pokin, on the vaccination im- 
munity cofforred by smallpox in the north 
of Chinn, : 

Dr BE. W. von Tunzelmann’s roport on 
the health of Chefoo, is chiefly devoted to 
a disquisition on the two varieties of non 
malarial fever described in his precoding 
report, He has had no more oases to study 
of tho medusoid parasite, to which he states 
the savore and dangerous type of the farer 
was due. So far ag his observations show- 
ed tho parasite appeared to confine itaolf 
to tho blood plasms. With reference to 
the smatier parasite, with which tho mildor 
form of fever ia associated, ho statos that 
ho has found it swarning in the blood of 
over 200 persons, foreigners and Chines, 
of both sexes and all ages, both Chefoo ros 
sidents and visitors from all parts of China, 
the graater majority being in fair, some in 
robust health, With regard'to the papular 
fallaoy that by hoiling milk all parasites 
aro supposed to he dostroyad, the follow 
ing extract will bo intoreating tu 

‘As to the source of infection, & proghant 
hint was given by the discovery in numer 
ous samples of Chofoo sailk of the organiam, 
usually in such enormous numbers that tha 
simple resvmabled s pure culture of the

(DY AN EX-CONSULAR OFFICER.) 
1 
CHINA'S POSTTIOX, 

Tho restless activity of Western na- 
tions has at last brought China well within 
the influence cf international politica. That 
aneicnt Ewpire-which has outlasted all its 
earlier contemporaries now stands at n great 
parting of the ways. Its long and per- 
sistent existence ix in no smalh degree due 
to tho isolation it owes to its geographical 
position, its self-contained economy, and its 
intensoly national form of civilisation. For 
centuries it has,striven to keep the ‘outer’ 
barbarian ' at bay, and in spite of ‘being 
taken in the flank, so to spank: by {modern 
steam navigation, its efforts have, until 
quito recently, mot with comparative 
success. _ Slowly but surely, however, 
the dominions of Russia, France, and 
Great Britain have been spproaching its 
borders, and within tho last few yoors 
even threatening to crush the life out of it. 
The commercial activities of Europe and 
Amorica have also begun to find their most 
profitable. outlet im China, and the native 
mandaring are groping in a purblind fashion 
after Lhe currect course for their country to 
follow, It remains to he scen whether the 
impact of s hardier, fresher civilisation will 
give new life to the wld and seemingly worn- 
out fabric, or whether the wholo edifice 
will crumble to pieeus at the shuck, The 
problem is of more than passing intorest
